Cape Haltlen, Haiti, June 9.— It It re- 
ported here that a great battle has 
taken place at Caimanera, in the bay of 
Ovantanamo. 

At 5:30 Tuesday mornlnf five ships 
of the American squadroa opened a 
heavy bombardmeat . ti j|M fpTttflM- 
tiona of the town. 

There was a perfect hail of bomba in 
the bay, atriking and demolishing 
many houses beyond the fortiflcatlons. 

On the Spanish side the artillery re- 
plied vigorously, maintalaing for some 
time a itout resistance. 

The Are from the warships, however, 
never slackened for an instant. 

It was regular and carefully directed, 
and a great majority of the shots 
proved efteettte. 

The Spaniards were forced to aban- 
duu their positions on the shore and 
retreat to the town of Caimanera 
proper. 

It la supposed that later they Qed 
from that poaition also with the ^ihab- 

Itants. 

Information has reached here that 
the Spanish at Santiago and Caimanera 
are preparing for a final desperate 
struggle, and are determined to resist 
the assaults of the Americans to the 
last extremity. 

The commander of the district Issued 
orders to burn Caimanera before yield- 
ing It Into the hands of the Americans. 

The latter forced the entrance of the 
bay of Gukstanamo, and, according to 
the latest adTlces from Caimanera, it 
was feared that the Americana would 
make an effort to land. 

Measures to prevent this, if possible, 
Iuitol»«m taken by the 9P«Bi>h. The 
American fleet was aUl) qMlataiiitng 
Its position. 

Cable communication with Cuba, 
which had been interrupted for many 
h'bura, was partially restored' Wednes- 
day afternoon, but it is still dltBcult 
and precarious. The report of the 
bombardniat at Oaimaneira came by 
cable. 

The l>ombardment destroyed a little 

house which sheltered the shore con- 
nection of the French cable at Caima- 
nera, tliough whether by the explosion 
of bombs from the water or by explo- 
llTM uaed by a puty sent for that pur- 
pose Is not known. 

The cables uniting the main cable 
with the office at Caimanera and the 
town of Caimnera with Santiago were 
cu^ thua aeeoontlng for tha prolonged 
absence of Intelligence here a* to opar^ 
atlons In that vicinity. 

It Is also believed that the cable at 
Santiago is cut, as no direct news from 
Santiago haa yet been recej^ved at Cape 
^UV* yps^ay at pl4^ll)»t.

"Th^ insurrection haa reached great 
proportions, and If I CSa B6t cdtint 
on the support of the country the forces 
at my disposal will not suffice to hold 
the ground against two enemies."

eiffht battleships and cruiser.a, five mm- 
boats and one dispatch boat bombarded 
the fortificationa of Alexandria. 

The fleet waa vastly inferior to the 
fleets of Sampson and Schley, '^he forti- 
ficationa were] equal, if 'not aoperiOT to 
the fortifications of Havana. 

In a single day the fortificationa were 
ruined, the guns were silenced, the gun- 
ners were killed by the htwdred, wound- 
ed by the thooaand. 

The British loss was six kilk'd and 
twenty-aeven wounded, and not a ship 
waatoUUydiaabled. 

In 1847 General •■^cntt landed at Vera 
Cmz with about 10,000 men. lie made a 
alow and painful march over the monn* 
tains, 300 miles, to the City of Ifesieo. 

He left garrisona and guarda on the 
way, and so arrived with about 6,000 
men. The city was strongly situated, 
strongly fortified and defended by an 
army in better condition than Blanco's 
army ia to-day. 

General Scott atormed the city, cap- 
tured it and occupied It, and held it for 
about nine montha, until peace waa ar- 
ranged. 

Not 100,000 men, but t>,000 men ! 
And the City of Mexico is not a sea- 
port.
